The total damage in this section, 
of which Corpus Christi bore the 
heaviest part, Was estimated at $2,- 
000,000. This includes devastation 
of a large portion of the lower 
coast’s cotton crop, which was ready 
to be picked. Damage at Corpus 
Christi was estimated conservatively 
at $500,000. 

At Rockport scarcely a building 
escaped damage. Work of clearing 
debris from the streets of Corpus 
Christi was well under way today. 

Alice is in Iimwells county, be- 
tween Corpus Christi and Laredo, 
and is about thirty miles from King's 
ranch, reputed to be one of the larg- 
est ranches in the world.

LAND PANAMA FOR BASE.

NCON (Canal Zone) Aug. 20. 
—In connection with recent 
advices from the State Depart- 

ment in Washington that the United 
States may not recognize Ramon 
Valdes, newly-elected President of 
Panama, because of alleged frauds 
and coercion in his election, it has 
been learned here that United States 
secret service agents are investigat- 
ing a report from the American 
Minister in Panama that Valdes was 
instrumental in getting a land con- 
cession estimated at about 60,000 
acres for a Spaniard named Fernan- 
dez. 

This investigation is aimed to dis- 
cover if: 

(1.) The grant of land, which is on 
the Atlantic seaboard of Panama, 
directly opposite San Miguel Bay on 
the Pacific side, was secured by Fer- 
nandez for the Japanese govern- 
ment for a naval base. Fernandez 
is agent of Japan at Havana. 

(2.) Admiral Concas of the Span- 


ish navy, approved by the Pana- 
manian government as umpire to set- 
tle the dispute between the United 
States and Panama over the pur- 
chase price of canal property, has 
been supplying the purchasers of 
the land with valuable information 
about the canal. 

(3.) A circumstantial story, which 
started this investigation, told by a 
second Spaniard named Fernandes.

Pioneer Revisitse Mountain 
Home of Long Ago When Gold 
Was Discovered — Warden 
Sues to Prohibit Super- 
visor.

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 20.— 
Mrs. W. F. Holcomb, aged about 78, 


this county, visiting 
Holcomb Valley, former gold mining 
center, where she spent her early 
married life, her husband having 
discovered gold in large yuantities 
in that valley. — 

It was fifty-five years ago this 
month that Mrs. Holcomb and her 
young son, W. W. Holcomb, now a 
pioneer here, rode out of the wilds 
to make their home in San Bernar- 
dino after a prosperous residence in 
Holcomb Valley.

COUNTER-PROPOSAL. 


It was understood tonight that a 
counter-proposal was under consid- 
eration by the railroad executives, 
but that it had not yet reached a 
definite stage.

The uncertainty 
that surrounds the outcome of at 
least one of the Senatorial contests 
in the Hoosier State has made the 
capture of both Maine's vacant seats 
a matter of vital importance to the 
Republicans. | 

The Republicans will do all they 
can to focus attention upon onal 
conditions, even throughout the 
State campaign. They will enter 
this with the slogan, “One vote for 
Milliken (the gubernatorial nomi- 
nee) and the straight Republican 
ticket in September will mean two 
votes for Hughes in November.” 

“No matter what happens in Sep- 
tem ber—and we feel pretty confident 
that we will win in the State elec- 
tione—Hughes will get a majority of 
the Maine vote in the November 
election.” according to Frank J. 
Ham, genefralissimo of Republican 
operations in Maine. 

Many of the big men in finance 
and business in Portland, the politi- 
cal clearinghouse of Cumberland 
county, where Democratic sentiment 
has been in the ascendant since 1902, 
are Republicans in their sympathies 
and will vote against President WII- 
son in November. Of five men 
prominently identified with impor- 
tant financial institutions in this 
city, whom The Times correspond- 
ent interviewed, all declared that 
they would vote for Mr. Hughes.

For 
the first time in the recent his- 
tory of our nation a man was nomi- 
nated for the Presidency who did 
not seek the honor and who posi- 
tively declined by word or dttitude 
to in any way promote his candi- 
dacy, and when he sent his telegram 
of acceptance after being nominated 
by practically a unanimous vote, his 
first sentence was “I have not de- 
sired the nomination. I have wished 
to remain on the bench.” It is truly 
quite refreshing in these days of 
greedy and overweening srasping 
for political preferment to have such 
a personality as Charles Evans 
Hughes loom large in the affairs of 
statesmanship; and hearing him 
further say, I should have been 
giad to have that responsibility 

Placed upon another; but I shall 
* to meet it. grateful for 
the confidence you express.” 

Mr. Hughes is the son of a 
preacher. His father was a Welsh- 
to this country in

Hughes is 54 years old and is a 
native of New York. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools and in 
Brown University, where he gradu- 
ated in 1881. 
tended him for the ministry, but he 
had a strong taste for the law, and 
read Blackstone while he was an 
academy instructor in Greek, Latin 
and mathematics. In 1884 he gradu- 
ated at the head of his class at the 
Columbia law school. In all these 
years of his early life he knew the 
privations and felt the spur of that 
sort of poverty which so often is a 
blessing in d ise. 

A little later this brilliant young 
man came under the notice of a very 
extraordinary man in New York 
City, who had unusual skill in pick- 
ing out promising young men and 
pressing them forward to places of 
responsibility. He was the Honor- 
able Walter 8. Carter of New York 
City, a prominent Christian man, 
whom I had the honor of meeting 
some years ago at the table of 
Bishop Charles H. Fowler, in Buf- 
falo, N. T. Mr. Carter took the 
young man Hughes into his M of- 
fice in New York, later made him 
his partner, and later admitted him 
into his famfly as his son-in-law. 

He was always a successful, hard- 
working lawyer, but it was not un- 
til the famous life insurance investi- 
gation, which was initiated by a 

quarrel among the officers of the 
Fauitable Life Insurance Company, 
that Attorney Hughes became a na- 
tion-wide figure. This investigation 
which he bravely conducted lasted 
four months and resulted m a com- 
plete revolution in insurance meth- 
ods and legislation and in correcting 
many gross irreguiarities, which had 
crept into the insurance business. 

Later, ne was the most available 
man for the Governorship of New 
York and was twice elected to the 
1 chair of the Empire 
e.

Confidential uncensored communica- 
tions from Mexico state that the end of the 
Carranza government probably is close at 
hand, that the men closest to the “first 
chief” have no faith in the stability of his 
government and are making a last frantic 
scramble to get all the gold they can gather 
in one way and another before the end 
comes. 

| Im order to obtain gold the members of 
the Monetary Commission notified the oil 
companies in Tampico who pay their em- 
ployees in American money that they must 
submit their. pay rolls to the commission, 
must pay to the commission all the Amer- 
ican money that the pay rolls called for 
and obtain in exchange the new Mexican 
bills at the rate of ten pesos for each Amer- 
ican dollar. Then the companies were to 
pay their employees with the Mexican 
money so obtained at a fictitious valuation 
of 10 cents on the dollar. But, as the oil 
companies could buy Mexican money at 2 
cents on the dollar, they refused to comply 
with the order of the commission, knowing 
that the government dare not attempt to 
force them, for if it did the companies would 
shut down, and that would cut off the ex- 
portation tax on oil, which is the main 
source of revenue to the government. Gen. 
Nafaratte tried to squeeze the companies 
by levying an export tax of 25 per cent. of 
the value Of all oil sent out of the country, 
the tax to be paid, not in money, but in 
foodstuffs. He issued an edict the last week 
in June creating that tax, and exportation 
of the oi] ceased immediately. “Nafaratte,” 
says a New York Herald correspondent, 
“was called to Mexico City and there told 
to go on & vacation for an Indefinite period 
for stopping the exportation of oll and so 
depriving the government of the export tax 
of 6 cents gold a barrel. Gen. Caballero. 
succeeded him and Nafaratte’s edict was 
cancelled.”

Ex- 
actly seventeen men and boys responded 
to the call, only eight of whom were 
armed. 

“By far the greater parts of the States 
of Tamaulipas, San Luis Potosi, Nuevo 
Leon and Vera Cruz ere in the hands of 
those opposed to Carranza. So it is in 
all the far southern States, in Chiapas 
and Campeche and Yucatan, while in 
Morelos and Oaxaca Carranza has no 
hold whatsoever. The whole country is 
seething with revolt, but the people are 
impoverished, half starved and are sick 
of revolutions of all kinds. They have 
lost all hope of being able to bring about 
peace of themselves; their only chance, 
they believe, is for the United States 
to take over the country, administer it, 
kill off the bandits, run out the grafters 
and so restore order and prosperity 
such as Mexico enjoyed under Porfirio 
Diaz. 


“They care not what form of govern- 
ment they live under, so long as safety 
is insured to their lives and property. 
They want peace. They want to be able 
to work in the flelds and gather their 

They want the chance to labor 
for their living. They want the chance 
to live. If American intervention will 
bring these things about they will be 
satisfied and happy, and very few will 
oppose the American soldiers.”

USSIA AS A CUSTOMER. 

As yet we, in California, have hardly 
begun to take advantage of the foreign mar- 
kets for which Los Angeles is the center 
of an ever widening circle. These when 
fully exploited will insure a demand for our 
goods always a little in excess of the supply, 
though we continue to develop our re 
sources with undiminished rapidity. Prices 
for all products of the Pacific Coast are 
destined to rise steadily if our business or- 
ganizations take steps to capture the many 
markets within their reach. 3 

The most obvious of all these oppor- 
tunities for expansion will of course be 
found in an increased trade with the re- 
publics of South America. But after the 
war the great Empire of Russia will be one 
of the next most fertile trade fields to at- 
tract the attention of our business men. 

Russia's rich domain, covering over 8000 
square miles, supporting a population of 
150,000,000 inhabitants, is, through the gate- 
way of Vladivostok, a natural outlet for 
California’s surplus natural and manufac- 
tured products. A representative of the 
largest importing houses of MoscoW and 
Odessa is already in Los Angeles to ar- 
range for the purchase of all such chem- 
icals as borax, caustic soda, citric and tar- 
taric acid and potash that California is 
able to supply. Apart from this, Russia 
will buy our olive oll, raisins and dried 
fruits in unlimited quantities, and as our 
trade relations become closer, many other 
California goods will be added to the list. 

This manifest eagerness of the Slav 
people to become increased purchasers of 
everything that California has to sell is 
another cheery sign painted, on our big 
trade poster. Large citric and tartaric acid 


factories will economically supplement our 


orange and lemon industries after a ready 
sale for these by-products has been assured. 
And Russia wants them. Culls will have a 
market value; no bruised or split orange or 
lemon will have to be dumped as waste 
material. Olive oil mills should be stimu- 
lated to increase their operations and our 
deciduous fruit crops will be more thor- 
oughly harvested than in the past has al- 
ways been the case. 

With such a colossal] customer as Russia 
seeking its chief imports from Western 
America, no limit can be set to the prices 
for our goods that may obtain in the future 
throughout the three Pacific States. Since, 
too, such trade relations are bound to be re- 
ciprocal, since we shall be buyers as well 
as sellers, the volume of business carried 
on through our Pacific ports will be cor- 
respondingly magnified. 

Between Russia and the United States 
there has always existed the best under- 
standing and the closest friendship. In the 
stress of the present war no unpleasant in- 
cidents have threatened our relations. No 
one can doubt but our future trade trans- 
actions with the Slavic people will be 
carried on in the same fordial spirit. 
Russia seeks both our markets and our 
good opinion. It rests with the citizens of 
the Pacific States to heartily reciprocate 
this feeling. 


EW PAPER SUPPLY. 

Another German invention may help to 
boost the products of the Imperial Valley. 
The shortage in high grade paper material 
is now very acute. A German chemist has 
just patented a process for manufacturing a 
very high grade of paper from cotton stalks. 
Thus a waste by-product may become a 
valuable asset to cotton growers. The 
people of Imperial should invite this in- 
ventor to settle in their valley, even though 
at present he might have to cross the ocean 
in a submarine. Germany grows no cotton. 
The services of thick scientist would there- 
fore be of far more value to California than 
to the Fatherland. Here we grow the cot- 
ton and also need the paper.

‘The English flag followed English justice 
and English liberty. 

The great British empire was built up a 
little chunk at a time. Some of the meth- 

.0dg by which Britain accumulated her col- 
onies, her naval stations and her islands 
have been dubious. But once in possession, 


the British flag has stood for a principle 


and an idea. 
Japan's plan of building up an empire 

in the Pacific seems to be to rush out with 

a hook and bag while the policemen aren't 


looking and grab up everything that isn't 


nailed down in the eastern seas. 

Before Japan convinces the world that 
she has the right to give herself this ma- 
jestic ocean kingdom she must show that 
she has some reason for impetus beyond 
her own land hunger. 

An enduring empire will not be built with 
tools borrowed from every other country in 
the world. Japan has a wonderful military 
system copiel after the German. She has 
imported a collection of business ideas and 
a variety of national sports from America. 
And now she wishes to erect an imitation 
British empire in and spreading generally 
all over the Pacific. 

One of the peculiarities of imitations is 
that they do not last. Imitation Christmas 
present jewelry turns green about Easter. 
Imitation Oriental empires will be like the 
the jewelry in that they will refuse to stay 
yellow. 

Japan is beginning the work of empire 
building by attempting to break up China. 
Breaking china is a diverting form of en- 
tertainment, but dangerous to the fingers. 

A great many ambitious powers of the 
past have tried to overpower China and 
several of them have succeeded in con- 
quering the place. Those who conquered 
China have always met the same fate. They 
have held sway. for a while, then they hve 
gradually been absorbed. Yellow, calm old 
China hag closed over them and they have 
become only incidents in the longest of 
earthly histories.

MONG the enormous tasks 

which the great war imposes 

upon France, the economic one 
is not the least. The chivalrous 
country, whose sons have so well 
proved that they have lost nothing 
of the courage and the indomitable 
spirit of independence which was al- 
ways prominent among their fore 
fathers, will have gigantic economic 
problems to solve after the victory. 
It strikes us that the part of 
America in this coming work can 
and will be great. ; 
France will have to restore that 
part of its industry which has been 
systematically destroyed by the Ger 
mans in the northern departments 
temporarily under Prussian yoke. 
The world’s attention has not been 
sufficiently directed to the piratic 


dealing with private ownership. In 
former wars a line was carefully 


In 1870 the 


officially goods which were not of 
state ownership. The then Crown 
Prince left untouched the gold re- 
serves of the Bank of France, be- 
cause the bank was a shareholders 
company. In the present war, the 
Teutonic armed force has taken 
away whatever has come under its 
control. Factories have deen 
stripped, raw materials, tools, en- 
gines and everything representing 
fixed or movable capital have been 
torn out and sent to Germany. 
Some advantages will arise from 
the evil itself. All things will be 
remodeled in the most modern 


Use will be made of the latest dis- 
coveries and inventions, and in many 
instances the new works will be far 
superior to the old. But in the mean- 
time a large amount of business will 
be at the disposal of American ex- 
porters who will have to supply 
France with the goods wanted by 
her. And also, American capitalists 
will have excellent opportunities to 
invest in substantial French under- 
takings. 

These opportunities, especially the 
former, will not be occasional, not 
temporary, but permanent. France 
will certainly not resume with Ger- 
many the commercial relations which 
existed before the war, and she will 
try by all possible means to get from 
other countries what she imported 
from her eastern neighbors. For ex- 


cover the coalfields of the Sarre 
which had been given to Prussia in 
1815, should she require more coal, 
which is likely, she will get it from 
England and from the United States.

short, the situation in the financial 
world is clearer and more promising 
now than it has for Many 
months. The outlook is for good 
news and an active market with 
higher prices. 

There is apparent no let-up in 
general trade and industry in the 
United States, notwithstanding that 
mid-August is generally a time of 
comparatively low business activity. 
Steel orders remain unusually heavy, 
the demand for textiles is wide- 
spread, and the development of ex- 
port trade is held back by lack 
of transportation rather than the lack 
of goods for transport. Shortage of 
labor continues to exercise an im- 

t influence upon industry, and 
the higher and higher demands of 
workmen have resulted in the shift- 
ing of laborers from one industry to 
another. One factor affecting this 
situation is the check in immigra- 
tion, which automatically stopped 
when ti war began. Prior to the 
war, over 1,000,000 immigrants were 
entering the country eath year 
through New York alone. Since the

HREE TO FACE 
SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Three complaints, two charging a 
statutory offense and the third al- 
leging an attempt to commit the 
same crime, will probably be issued 
today by the District Attorney's of- 
fice against William P. Brooks, 63 
years old; W. B. Jackson, 63 years 
old, and Fred Dorgie, 36 years old, 
all residents of Redondo beach. 
The three are now resting in the 
County Jail in this city as the result 
of stories related by six little iris, 
ranging in ages from 10 to 14 years.

DENY STRIKE REPORTS. 
Electric Companies Officials Declare 

There's no Substance in Rumor 
that Men will Quit Because 

Workers at San Berdoo 

Were Discharged. — 


Rumors of a threatened strike 
among the linemen employed by the 
Pacific Light and Power Corpora- 
tion and the Southern California 
Edison Company were denied yester- 
day by the officials of these com- 
panies. 

The discharge of a crew of line- 
men, who were working at San Ber- 
nardino, because of their refusal to 
comply with the orders of the su- 
perintendent, and the declaration by 
these men that a general strike 
would be called because of their dis- 
charge, seem to be the only founda- 
tion for the reports. 

E. R. Davis, general manager of 
the Pacific Light and Power Cor- 
poration, when asked what the situa- 
tion was, replied: 

“There is absolutely no founda- 
tion for the rumor that a strike is 
brewing. Our men are practically 
all non-union, and they have no rea- 
son for striking at this time. 

“We did discharge six linemen at 
San Bernardino because of their 
threat of trouble, but the non-union 
men on the crew refused to quit as 
a result of the action of our fore- 


man. 

“A strike of our linemen would not 
affect us in the least at this time, as 
we are not doing any extension work, 
and I seriously question whether we 
would even undertake to hire men 
in their places did they make such 
a move.” 

Officials of the Southern California 
Edison company spoke in like man- 
ner. They anticipate no trouble and 
would not attempt to combat the 
men if they did strike.
